Former Dean of the University of 
Kentucky, College of Law, Elvis J.

Dean Stahr, 42, has been 
vice-chancellor at the University of 
Pittsburgh since July 1, 1957. He 
went to Pittsburgh after a year’s duty 
in Washington as Executive Director 
of President Eisenhower's non-parti- 
san Committee on Education Beyond 
the High School Level. 

Dean Stahr is a member of the 
bars of New York, Kentucky, and the 
United States Supreme Court, and a 
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member of many national organiza- 
tions, among them Phi Beta Kappa, 
the Order of the Coif, the American 
Bar Association, the American Po- 
litical Science Association, the Ameri- 
can Law Institute, and the Associa- 
tion for Higher Education. 

Having graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky in 1936 with the 
highest grades in the history of that 
institution, he won a Rhodes Scholar- 
ship to Oxford University where he 
gained three additional degrees (BA 
in Jurisprudence, Bachelor of Civil 
Law, and the MA). He then prac- 
ticed law for eight years with the 
New York firm of Mudge, Stern, 
Baldwin, and Todd, with time out 
for service as a combat infantry offi- 
cer in World War II. In 1948, at the 
age of 32 and while serving as Dean 
of the College of Law, University of 
Kentucky, he was named as one of 
the “Ten Outstanding Young Men of 
America.” During his years at the 
University of Kentucky, Dean Stahr 
also served as counsel to the president 
of the University and as vice-chair- 
man to the state’s Constitutional Re- 
view Commission.

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Federal Jurisdictional Amount Increased To $10,000 


The following Act of Congress went into effect July 25, 1958. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress 
assembled, That section 1331 of title 
28 of the United States Code is 
amended to read as follows: 


“§ 1331. Federal question; amount in 
controversy; costs 

“(a) The district courts shall have 
original jurisdiction of all civil actions 
wherein the matter in controversy ex- 
ceeds the sum or value of $10,000, ex- 
clusive of interest and costs, and arises 
under the Constitution, laws, or 
treaties of the United States. 

“(b) Except when express provision 
therefor is otherwise made in a statute 
of the United States, where the plain- 
tiff is finally adjudged to be entitled 
to recover less than the sum or value 
of $10,000, computed without regard 
to any setoff or counterclaim to which 
the defendant may be adjudged to be 
entitled, and exclusive of interests and 
costs, the district court may deny costs 
to the plaintiff and, in addition, may 
impose costs on the plaintiff.” 


Sec. 2. That section 1332 of title 
28 of the United States Code is 
amended to read as follows: 


“$1332. Diversity of citizenship; 
amount in controversy; costs 

“(a) The district courts shall have 
original jurisdiction of all civil ac- 
tions where the matter in controversy 
exceeds the sum or value of $10,000, 
exclusive of interest and costs, and is 
between— 


“(1) citizens of different States; 
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“(2) citizens of a State, and for- 
eign states or citizens or subjects 
thereof; and 


“(3) citizens of different States and 
in which foreign states or citizens 
or subjects thereof are additional 
parties. 


“(b) Except when express provision 
therefor is otherwise made in a statute 
of the United States, where the plain- 
tiff who files the case originally in the 
Federal courts is finally adjudged to 
be entitled to recover less than the 
sum or value of $10,000, computed 
without regard to any setoff or coun- 
terclaim to which the defendant may 
be adjudged to be entitled, and ex- 
clusive of interest and costs, the dis- 
trict court may deny costs to the 
plaintiff and, in addition, may im- 
pose costs on the plaintiff. 


“(c) For the purposes of this sec- 
tion and section 1441 of this title, 
a corporation shall be deemed a 
citizen of any State by which it has 
been incorporated and of the State 
where it has its principal place of 
business. 

“(d) The word ‘States’, as used in 
this section, includes the Territories, 
the District of Columbia, and the 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico.” 


Sec. 3. This Act shall apply only in 
case of actions commenced after the 
date of the enactment of this Act. 


Sec. 4. The first two items in the 
chapter analysis of chapter 85, title 
28, United States Code are amended 
to read as follows: 
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“1331. Federal question; amount in 
controversy; costs. 

“1332. Diversity of citizenship; amount 
in controversy; costs.” 


Sec. 5 (a) Section 1445 of title 28 
of the United States Code is amended 
by adding at the end thereof a new 
paragraph as follows: 

“(c) A civil action in any State 
court arising under the workmen’s 
compensation laws of such State may 
not be removed to any district court 
of the United States.” 

(b) The caption at the beginning 
of such section, and the reference to 
such section in the analysis at the be- 
ginning of chapter 89 of title 28, are 
amended by striking out “Carriers; 
nonremovable actions” and inserting 
in lieu thereof “Nonremovable ac- 
tions.” 





Proposal For World 
Conference On Law 


An unprecedented international 
conference of lawyers and judges 
from the free nations of the world 
may be held in the United States next 
spring to consider ways of further- 
ing world peace through law. 

President Charles S. Rhyne of the 
American Bar Association disclosed 
recently that such a conference is 
under active consideration by the In- 
ternational Cooperation Administra- 
tion. Rhyne spoke at the opening as- 
sembly session of the International 
Bar Association, meeting in Cologne, 
Germany, in July. 

Rhyne told the IBA that he had 
received from Director J. H. Smith, 
Jr., of the International Cooperation 
Administration, a letter saying that 
agency “has under consideration a 
request to the American Bar Associa- 
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tion to convene leaders of the bar 
from the free world, in order to 
discuss means whereby the judicial 
process could be developed to fa- 
cilitate economic progress and to 
assure survival through maintenance 
of peace.” 

The International Cooperation Ad- 
ministration is an agency of the U. S. 
government, responsible under the 
Mutual Security Act for making avail- 
able to the free nations of the world 
assistance in achieving “economic 
and political stability.” 

Director Smith authorized Presi- 
dent Rhyne to present the proposal 
to the International Bar Association 
and to seek the views of that organi- 
zation. About 500 bar leaders from 
various countries attended the IBA 
meeting in Cologne, including 100 
from the U. S. 

He said the International Coopera- 
tion Administration had in mind hold- 
ing the conference next April, with 
one or two top leaders of the legal 
profession invited from each of the 
free nations. Delegates would be se- 
lected on the basis of their stature 
and without regard to official posi- 
tion in government. The cost of the 
conference would be underwritten by 
the ICA. The sessions might last 
about one month, and participants 
would devote another month to pre- 
paring for them. 

In his address to the International 
Bar Association Rhyne also recom- 
mended that the IBA: 1) Make “world 
peace through law the No. 1 project 
of the International Bar Association”; 
2) Urge member associations to hold 
“Law Day” celebrations in their re- 
spective countries in 1959, similar to 
the “Law Day U. S. A.” observance 
in the U. S. on May 1 this year, and,

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Judge Eblen Fills Judge Cammack’s Unexpired Term 





Amos H. Eblen 


Amos H. Eblen, a native of Mis- 
souri, who has served as Secretary 
of the Kentucky Judicial Council 
since July, 1950, has been appointed 
to the Court of Appeals by Gover- 
nor Chandler to fill the unexpired 
term of Judge James W. Cammack 
who died in New York on July 30. 

Judge Eblen obtained his LL.B. 
degree in 1931 from the University 
of Missouri Law School. He later 
took his §$.D. from Harvard Law 
School and joined the Faculty of the 
University of Kentucky Law School 
in 1934. Judge Eblen, a highly popu- 
lar professor at the University of Ken- 
tucky’s Law School, left in 1942 to 
join the firm of Smith and Leary in 
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Frankfort. After approximately one 
year’s practice, he entered the Mili- 
tary Service. Twenty-two months of 
his three years of service was with 
the Judge Advocate General's De- 
partment in Washington where he 
was discharged with the Rank of 
Captain. 

Following Judge Eblen’s discharge 
from service in 1946, he resumed 
practice with the firm of Smith and 
Leary in Frankfort where he remained 
until becoming Secretary of the Ju- 
dicial Council. 

Judge Eblen, as Secretary of the 
Judicial Council, has work assidu- 
ously and effectively in behalf of the 
Bench and Bar of Kentucky, and 
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many valuable improvements have 
been achieved through his efforts and 
guidance. 

The words of that able newspaper 
reporter of Frankfort, Allan M. Trout, 
very capably describe Judge Eblen 
as follows: 

“Whatever judicial temperament 
is, Judge Eblen has been possessed 
of it for years. The only thing miss- 
ing has been a bench to practice 
it from. His has been the judicious 
approach to life, the judicious ap- 
praisal of major and minor evils, 
the judicious rejection of the major 
and judicious tolerance for the 
minor.” 

Judge and Mrs. Eblen and their 
sons, Larry and Gary, reside in 
Frankfort. 





Foreign Study Opportunity 
Young American lawyers and grad- 
uate students of law and _ political 
science will have a chance to study 
in any of 43 foreign countries during 
1959-60 under the International Edu- 
cational Exchange Program of the 
Department of State, it was an- 
nounced recently by the Institute of 
International Education. 

Recipients of awards under the 
Fulbright Act for study in Europe, 
Latin America, and the Asia-Pacific 
area will receive tuition, mainte- 
nance and travel to and from the 
country of their choice. 

The Institute of International Edu- 
cation is receiving applications for 
these scholarships until November 1, 
1958.. The awards will provide ap- 
proximately 1,000 opportunities for 
Americans to study abroad in an un- 
limited number of fields. 
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General eligibility requirements are 
U. S. citizenship, a Bachelor’s degree 
before departure, language ability 
sufficient to carry on the proposed 
study, and good health. A demon- 
strated capacity for independent 
study is also necessary. Preference 
is given to applicants under 35 years 
of age. 

Applicants will be asked for a 
statement of their reasons for de- 
siring to study abroad and for a pre- 
liminary plan of their proposed study. 
Successful candidates will be affiliated 
with educational institutions that will 
help them plan their programs and 
make contacts.

3) Lay plans now for an “Interna- 
tional Law Day” to be held later. He 
declared: 

“It is conceded that peace through 
law and the courts will take a major 
effort over years, and possibly genera- 
tions. But the longest journey begins 
with the first step. No more mo- 
mentous moment in history could 
possibly exist for that first step than 
now. Let us not be deterred by the 
defeatists of little faith who, not real- 
izing that tomorrow's world must be 
erected by today’s people, cannot see 
this great vision .. .” 
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The issue of paid public defenders 
to represent indigent defendants in 
criminal cases in the federal courts 
came before the annual meeting of 
the American Bar Association House 
of Delegates held in Los Angeles. 

Some local jurisdictions now have 
full time “defenders” paid from public 
funds. But in the federal courts, and 
most local courts throughout the coun- 
try, lawyers in private practice are ap- 
pointed by judges without compensa- 
tion, to represent indigents accused 
of crime who are unable to employ 
counsel. 

President Charles $. Rhyne of the 
ABA estimated recently almost a half 
million such cases a year are now 
being handled by private lawyers, 
without compensation or with very 
nominal fees authorized by local law. 

When the ABA met in Los Angeles 
recently for its 8lst annual conven- 
tion, the Association's Committee on 
Jurisprudence and Law Reform 
recommended that the House of Dele- 
gates approve a bill (HR 108 by Rep. 
Celler) pending in Congress which 
would authorize the U. S. District 
Courts to appoint one or more full- 
time public defenders whose maxi- 
mum salary of $10,000 yearly would 
be paid by the federal government. 
The same bill would allow private 
counsel appointed by the federal court 
a fee of $35 per day for time devoted 
to the defense of indigents. 

The pending bill is favored by the 
Judicial Conference of the United 
States, an organization which offi- 
cially speaks for the federal judiciary. 
Other bar organizations recently have 
favored public defenders on _ the 
ground that the number of indigents 
requiring counsel has grown so large

court-appointed private counsel can- 
not be expected to assume the full 
burden. However, the issue has oc- 
casioned controversy within the legal 
profession in the past, with some law- 
yers and judges contending the sys- 
tem of court-appointed private coun- 
sel is preferable. 

Under the plan proposed by the 
bill now pending, indigent persons 
charged with a misdemeanor or felony 
would be assigned the services of a 
court-appointed public defender. Dis- 
strict Courts would also be permitted 
to appoint one or more “assistant 
public defenders” to aid the defender 
if his case load became excessive. 


If the House of Delegates approves 
the committee recommendation, ABA 
support would be thrown behind the 
public defender bill in Congress. The 
House is the ABA policy determining 
body, whose 244 members represent 
legal organizations having a com- 
bined membership of more than 
200,000 lawyers and judges.

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Articles of Incorporation 
of 
Kentucky Bar Title Insurance Company 


KNOW ALL MEN BY THESE PRESENTS: 


That we, the undersigned, in order to 
form a corporation for the purposes here- 
inafter stated under and pursuant to the 
laws of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, 
do hereby certify as follows: 


ARTICLE I 


The name of the corporation shall be the 
Kentucky Bar Title Insurance Company. 


ARTICLE II 


The place in the state of Kentucky where 
its principal office is to be located is Frank- 
fort, Franklin County. 


ARTICLE Il 


The purpose, or purposes, for which it is 
formed are: 

1. To examine titles to real estate and 
chattels real, and to broker and furnish 
information relative thereto. 


2. To make and guarantee the correct- 
ness of searches of all installments, liens or 
charges affecting the titles set out in sub- 
section (1). 

8. To make insurance of every kind per- 
taining to or connected with titles to real 
estate; and to make and issue such policies 
and other instruments as may be required 
to insure owners of real estate, mortgages, 
and others having an interest therein from 
loss by reason of liens, encumbrances, and 
defective titles. 


4. To do all things necessary, incidental 
or convenient to the foregoing purposes, 
including the doing and exercising of all 
rights, powers and privileges which title 
insurance companies and/or other corpora- 
tions may now or hereafter have under the 
laws of the state of Kentucky. 
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ARTICLE IV 


The total authorized capital stock of the 
corporation shall be one hundred fifty thou- 
sand and one hundred dollars ($150,100.00), 
divided into six thousand (6,000) non-voting 
preferred shares, having a par value of 
twenty-five dollars ($25.00) per share and 
one hundred (100) shares of common stock 
having a par value of one dollar ($1.00) 
per share, each of which shall be entitled 
to one vote. 


The express terms and provisions of the 
preferred shares shall be as follows: 


The holders of the preferred shares shall 
be entitled to receive as and when declared 
by its Board of Directors out of the funds 
of said corporation available under the law 
for the payment of dividends, a yearly divi- 
dend at not less than two dollars ($2.00) 
per share, payable semi-annually on the 
first day of June and December of each 
year. After the expiration of six years from 
the date of incorporation such dividends 
shall be cumulative and any deficiencies in 
payment of the dividends to be paid on the 
preferred shares after that time shall be 
required to be paid or set aside before any 
dividends shall be paid or declared or set 
apart for the common shares. The pre- 
ferred share-holders shall not participate 
further in the profits of said corporation, 
nor shall the holders of the preferred shares 
have any pre-emptive right to subscribe for 
or purchase any part of the unissued shares,

In the event of any liquidation, winding

ARTICLE V 


The corporation shall commence business 
with all its capital stock fully paid in and 
issued, to-wit: $150,100.00; and in addition 
to said $150,100.00, the corporation shall 
commence business with a paid-in surplus 
of $75,000.00, making a total capital and 
surplus of $225,150.00. 


ARTICLE VI 


The Board of Directors of the company 
shall be elected by the common stockholders 
and shall consist of not less than five nor 
more than twenty-one directors, each of 
whom shall be a member of the Kentucky 
State Bar Association. 


ARTICLE VII 


The Board of Directors shall have the 
power to establish bylaws not inconsistent 
with the provisions of these articles or of 
the laws and Constitution of this State and 
the United States.

BYLAWS 


ARTICLE I 
Meetings of Stockholders 

1. Stockholders’ meetings shall be held 
at the office of the Secretary of the Ken- 
tucky State Bar Association, State Capitol, 
in the City of Frankfort, Franklin County, 
Kentucky. 

2. The annual meeting of the common 
stockholders of this company shall be held 
at the office of the Secretary of the Ken- 
tucky State Bar Association, State Capitol, 
in the City of Frankfort, Franklin County, 
Kentucky, at ten o'clock in the forenoon 
on the first day of each April, unless said 
date is a legal holiday, in which event said 
meeting shall be held on the first day there- 
after which is not a legal holiday, begin- 
ning with the year of 1959, at which time 
there shall be elected by the common stock- 
holders of the company, by ballot, a Board 
of five Directors for the ensuing year, and 
the common stockholders shall transact such 
other business as shall properly come before 
them.

ARTICLE II 
Stock 


1. Certificates of stock, both preferred 
and common, shall be in forms adopted by

7. Preferred stock shall be first offered 
for sale and sold only to members in good 
standing of the Kentucky State Bar Asso- 
ciation, and every member of said Ken- 
tucky State Bar Association shall be solicited 
by mail and offered the privilege of purchas- 
ing at least two shares of said preferred 
stock before any one person is offered and 
granted the privilege of purchasing more 
than two shares of said preferred stock.

2. Each director of the company, in order 
to be eligible as such, shall be a member of 
the Kentucky State Bar Association, in good 
standing, but he does not have to be a 
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stockholder in the company, and he must 
be a bona fide resident of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky. 


8. Vacancies in the Board of Directors 
by reason of death, resignation or other 
causes shall be filled by the remaining di- 
rectors choosing from among eligible mem- 
bers of the Kentucky State Bar Association 
a director to fill the unexpired term. 

4. Regular meetings of the Board of Di- 
rectors shall be held at two o’clock in the 
afternoon on the fourth Friday of January, 
July, and October and on the first day of 
April of each year, unless such date falls on 
a legal holiday, in which event said meet- 
ing shall be held on the first day thereafter 
which is not a legal holiday, at the office 
of the Secretary of the Kentucky State Bar 
Association, State Capitol, in the City of 
Frankfort, Franklin County, Kentucky, or 
at such other times and places as the Board 
of Directors shall, by resolution, appoint. 
Special meetings may be called by the Presi- 
dent, or any three directors, by giving five 
days’ notice to each director. Three of 
the directors shall constitute a quorum. 

5. The directors shall have the general 
management and control of the business 
and affairs of the company and shall exercise 
all the powers that may be exercised or 
performed by the company, under the 
statutes, the Articles of Incorporation, the 
Certificate of Incorporation, and the Bylaws. 

6. The Board of Directors shall have the 
power to determine by whom and in what 
manner the company’s contracts, insurance 
policies, and other legal documents shall be 
signed, and to delegate any of its powers 
to any committee or officer or agent and to 
grant the power to redelegate. 


7. The Board of Directors may authorize 
any officer or officers, agent or agents, to 
enter into any contract or execute and de- 
liver any instrument in the name of and on 
behalf of the company, and such authority 
may be general or confined to specific in- 
stances. 

8. All directors shall serve without com- 
pensation, except that reasonable and neces- 
sary expenses incurred by them in the per- 
formance of their duties may be reimbursed 
by the company. 

9. The order of business at meetings of 
the Board of Directors shall be as follows, 
unless otherwise provided by the Board 
of Directors: 
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. Convening of meeting. 

Quorum. 

Record of previous meeting. 
Reports 

Unfinished business. 

. Election of officers. 

. Transactions relating to dividends. 
. Other new business. 

Changes in Bylaws. 

. Adjournment.

ARTICLE IV 
Officers 


1. The officers of this company shall con- 
sist of a President,:a Vice-President, a Secre- 
tary, and a Treasurer, and such other officers 
as shall from time to time be chosen and 
appointed. 

2. Each officer, in order to be eligible to 
act as such, shall be a member of the Ken- 
tucky State Bar Association, in good stand- 
ing, but he need not be a stockholder of 
the company, and he must be a bona fide 
resident of the Commonwealth of Kentucky. 

3. The President shall preside at all meet- 
ings of the directors and stockholders and 
shall have general charge of and control of 
the affairs of the company subject to the 
Board of Directors. He shall sign all cer- 
tificates of stock of the company and poli- 
cies of insurance issued by the company. 

4. The Vice-President shall perform such 
duties as may be assigned to him by the 
Board of Directors. In the case of the 
death, disability or absence of the President, 
then the Vice-President shall perform and 
be vested with all the duties and powers 
of the President. 

5. The Secretary shall countersign all 
certificates of stock of the company and all 
policies of insurance issued by the com- 
pany. He shall keep a record of the 
minutes of the proceedings of the meetings 
of the stockholders and directors, and shall 
give notices required in these Bylaws of all 
such meetings. He shall have custody of 
all books, records and papers of the com- 
pany, except such as shall be in the charge 
of the Treasurer, or of some other person 
authorized to have custody and possession 
thereof by a resolution of the Board of 
Directors. 

6. The Treasurer shall keep accounts of 
all moneys of the company received or dis- 
persed and shall deposit all moneys and 
valuables in the name of and to the credit 
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of the company in such banks and deposi- 
taries as the Board of Directors shall desig- 


nate. All checks for the payment of money 
shall be signed by the Treasurer. 

7. Upon resolution passed by the Board 
of Directors, the offices of Secretary and 
Treasurer may be combined and held by 
one person. 

8. To insure the faithful performance of 
his duties, the Treasurer shall be bonded 
by a corporate bonding company in an 
amount to be fixed from time to time by 
the Board of Directors. 

9. The books of the company, including 
stock and transfer books, shall be kept at 
the principal office of the company in 
Frankfort, Kentucky, or at such other office 
of the company as the Board of Directors 
may hereafter designate. 

10. The salaries of all officers shall be 
fixed by the Board of Directors, and may be 
changed from time to time by majority 
vote of the Board. 

11. Each of such officers shall serve for 
the term of one year or until the next annual 
election. 

12. A director may be elected to any 
other office of the company except the office 
of Secretary or Secretary-Treasurer when 
the offices are combined, but an officer is 
not required to be a member of the Board 
of Directors in order to be eligible for an 
office of the company. 

13. All officers and agents shall be sub- 
ject to removal at any time by the affirma- 
tive vote of a majority of the whole Board 
of Directors. 


ARTICLE V 
Seal 


1. The corporate seal of this company 
shall be circular with the name of the cor- 
poration around the border and a picture 
of the Goddess of Justice in the center. 


ARTICLE VI 
Amendments 

1. Any of these Bylaws may be amended 
by majority vote of the stockholders at any 
annual meeting, or any special meeting 
called for the purpose. 

2. The Board of Directors may adopt 
additional Bylaws in harmony herewith 
which shall not alter or repeal any Bylaws 
adopted by the stockholders of the company. 
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PUBLIC RELATIONS FOR LAWYERS 


By MARSHALL P. ELDRED, Louisville 
Chairman, Public Relations Committee 


What the public generally thinks 
about an individual as a business or 
professional man, or about the group 
of which he is a member, has become 
increasingly important in our fast 
moving and complex society. Public 
relations—how a person stands in the 
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estimation of his fellows—is an essen- 
tial undertaking on the part of many 
groups and individuals. Trained spe- 
cialists cater to this need and large 
sums of money are spent annually to 
achieve a desired level in public 
relations. 
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Lawyers as individuals and Bar 
Associations as the group expressions 
of lawyers either have been unaware 
of the importance and need of good 
public relations or have been too 
complacent or careless to do anything 
about it. It is almost as though 
lawyers divided themselves into two 
classes: those who felt they were too 
well established to need a_ public 
relations program, and those who 
either didn’t care or felt that nothing 
could be accomplished. 


Lawyers at Bottom 


The question, “How would you rate 
Attorneys, Dentists, Certified Public 
Accountants, and Physicians” was 
asked of 500 people in a poll in an 
average Kentucky city in May, 1958. 
It is shocking to learn that attorneys 
were ranked at the very bottom of 
the list and that only 29 of the 500 
were of the opinion that lawyers 
rated first. 

It would appear no further answer 
is needed to the question, “Do Ken- 
tucky lawyers have need for improved 
public relations?” 

It is both surprising and embar- 
rassing to lawyers to see the light in 
which they are held by a large seg- 
ment of the public. This quite natur- 
ally disturbs them because contact 
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with friends and clients lead them to 
believe that lawyers are held in high 
respect and esteem. But it should 
be remembered that the total num- 
ber of clients of all lawyers in Ken- 
tucky is a small fraction of the total 
population. Most of the people have 
never had an occasion to use the 
services of a lawyer. Having had no 
personal experience with lawyers, 
they are apt to believe some or all the 
old rumors about lawyers—they are 
shady, or unreliable, if not outright 
unethical and crooked; they are 
greedy and selfish, interested only in 
how much fee can be obtained; they 
are lazy and careless and afraid of 
work. 


Then, too, there is the disgruntled 
client who is unsuccessful because of 
his own shortcomings or failures or 
because the law is contrary to his 
position. Though there are relatively 
few of these, the damage they do to 
public relations of lawyers is well- 
nigh incalculable. 


Bankers, trust officers, public of- 
ficials and others who have occasion 
to advise people to seek legal services 
are frequently astounded at public 
reluctance or opposition to employ- 
ing a lawyer. Many people are afraid 
of the consequences. They fear they 
will be overcharged, or neglected, 
or mistreated, or sold out. 


Public Relations Committee Named 


The Kentucky Bar Association, al- 
ways seeking to improve its service 
to Kentucky lawyers, realizes fully 
the importance and necessity of a 
public relations program in Kentucky 
for lawyers and the Bar. At the April 
meeting of the Board of Bar Com- 
missioners, a Public Relations Com- 
mittee was appointed and a substan- 
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tial sum was appropriated to imple- 
ment the committee’s program. 

Several meetings of this committee 
have been held and serious, thought- 
ful consideration has been given to 
the problems involved. At the outset 
it was recognized that the committee's 
objective was to improve the atti- 
tude of the public toward the legal 
profession and to promote a better 
understanding and appreciation of the 
role of lawyers in the administration 
of justice and of the services rendered 
by lawyers. While the importance of 
collective activity to accomplish these 
ends was not minimized, the com- 
mittee was well aware that the atti- 
tude of the layman is based largely 
upon his opinion of some individual 
lawyer or lawyers. 


Individual Responsibility 


It is clear, therefore, that responsi- 
bility for improved public relations 
begins with each individual lawyer. 
The success of the program as a 
whole depends on the extent each 
individual lawyer assumes his share 
of this responsibility. A lawyer's con- 
duct of his individual professional 
practice can add to or detract from 
good public relations. Is he attentive 
to his duties and prompt in his per- 
formance of them? Is he courteous 
to clients, adversaries, witnesses, and 
courts? Is he ethical in his relations 
both with his fellow lawyers and the 
public? Are his charges reasonable? 


No persuasion is needed to demon- 
strate that the right answers to these 
questions indicate a good, personal 
public relations program. 


Association Action 


The committee is also persuaded 
that public relations for the legal pro- 
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fession can be much improved 
through the efforts of the Kentucky 
Bar Association and local associa- 
tions. The first step was the prepara- 
tion and printing of a pamphlet, “P R 
of the Kentucky Bar.” This was de- 
signed to acquaint Kentucky lawyers 
with the problem, point out their re- 
sponsibility, and advise them of the 
help available from the Association. 
Each member was sent a copy of this 
pamphlet. 


The next step was the preparation 
and printing of four pamphlets, one 
entitled, “Your Lawyer,” depicting 
the place of a lawyer in society, the 
other three dealing with three events, 
the handling of which are of utmost 
importance to a layman—the buying 
of a home, the preparation of a will, 
and what to do in case of an accident. 
These latter three pamphlets contain 
general information of a useful nature 
and advise employment of competent 
legal services. The necessity of using 
the services of a lawyer and his 
knowledge, experience, and fitness to 
assist in these matters are, quite 
naturally, set forth. 


Widespread distribution of these 
pamphlets will be undertaken. They 
will be available at the District Bar 
meeting beginning on September 15. 
Representatives of local bar associa- 
tions and individual lawyers in 
counties where there is no local asso- 
ciation will be asked to arrange for 
local distribution of these pamphlets 
among the public. 


Committee Plans 


The committee plans publication 
and distribution of additional bulle- 
tins advising Association members of 
the progress of public relations. Addi- 
tional pamphlets on other subjects of 
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vital concern to laymen are also 
contemplated. 


An essential part in the public rela- 
tions program must be played by local 
bar associations. They must carry to 
the public the story of the lawyer 
and his importance in society. The 
Kentucky Bar is prepared to furnish 
certain aids in accomplishing the 
objective. 


The following are available for 
local use by contacting Henry H. 
Harned, Capitol Building, Frankfort, 
Kentucky: 


Motion Pictures. A motion picture, 
“Living Under Law,” is a 16mm 
sound movie depicting the function 
of the lawyer in society. This film 
may be borrowed by local Bar Asso- 
ciations or individual lawyers for pres- 
entation before service clubs, schools, 
churches, parent teachers associations, 
etc. There is no rental charge. 


Radio Scripts. Eight or ten radio 
scripts on various phases of the law 
and legal services are ready for use. 


Films. More than 400 films on legal 
subjects are available from the Ameri- 
can Bar Association and may be ob- 
tained through the office of the Sec- 
retary of the Kentucky Bar Associa- 
tion at a nominal cost. 


A program, long neglected and the 
need for which cannot be success- 
fully denied, must now go forward 
through the joint efforts of all who 
are interested in the law. The com- 
mittee welcomes suggestions and 
help. Remember, public relations is 
every lawyer's business! 
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TITLE INSURANCE

The Kentucky State Bar Associa- 
tion on vote of its membership has 
directed its officers to organize a 
foundation for the purpose of improv- 
ing our Judicial System. In order to 
finance the purposes of the Founda- 
tion the officers of the Bar Associa- 
tion were directed to organize a Title 
Insurance Company to be run by 
lawyers. 


The Kentucky Bar Foundation has 
been duly incorporated by the Presi- 
dent, Past President, and Secretary 
of the State Bar Association. Its pur- 
poses as stated in the articles of in- 
corporation are: 


A. To improve and to facilitate the 
administration of justice and to pro- 
mote the welfare of the Kentucky Bar 
Association. 


B. To promote the study of law 
and research therein, the diffusion of 
knowledge thereof, and the continuing 
education of lawyers. 


C. To cause to be published and 
to distribute addresses, reports, treat- 
ises and other literary works on legal 
subjects, and to promote generally 
public relations. 


D. To acquire, preserve, and ex- 
hibit rare books and documents, ob- 
jects of art, and items of historical 
interest having legal significance or 
bearing on the administration of 
justice. 

E. To take by bequest, devise, gift, 
grant, purchase, lease, or otherwise, 
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and to hold, either absolutely or 
jointly with any other person or per- 
sons or corporation, for any of the 
purposes herein set forth, any prop- 
erty, real or personal, tangible or in- 
tangible, or any undivided interest 
therein without limitation as to the 
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amount or value; to convey, sell, or 
otherwise dispose of such property 
and to invest, re-invest, and deal with 
the same in such manner as in the 
judgment of the Directors of the 
corporation will best promote its pur- 
pose, including the right to vote any 
and all stock so held, all subject to 
such limitations, if any, as may be 
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prescribed by statute, but without 
and free from restrictions applicable 
to Trustees or Trust funds. 


F. Provided, however, that no part 
of the net income of the corporation 
shall inure to the benefit of any pri- 
vate member or individual, and no 
part of the activities of the corpora- 
tion shall consist of the carrying on 
of propaganda, or otherwise attempt- 
ing to influence legislation. 

G. To do and to perform all acts 
and things which are legitimate and 
which are calculated directly or in- 
directly to promote the interest, ad- 
vancement and objects of this corpora- 
tion, it being understood however 
that the foregoing enumeration of 
purposes and powers is not intended 
to limit unreasonably the powers 
granted to it by law, including those 
specifically set out in Chapter 273 of 
the Kentucky Revised Statutes. 


The State Board of Bar Commis- 
sioners has concurred in the action 
taken by the Bar Association at its 
State Convention on May 1, 1958, in 
Lexington, that the lawyers of Ken- 
tucky should own and operate their 
own Title Insurance Company. With 
such a company, not only will the ob- 
jectives of the Foundation be made 
possible—but also title work will be 
done by qualified lawyers in each 
county. Title insurance on sales and 
mortgages will become available to 
lawyers all over the State for their 
clients. 


Many people are not aware of the 
dozens of hidden defects so hazard- 
ous in acquiring good title to prop- 
erty. They do not know that these 
defects, not appearing of record, may 
ruinously affect their property. Law- 
yers all over the state are able to 
better educate the public on the need 
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for protection from such hazards. 
Through their State Bar Title In- 
surance Company the lawyers will be 
able to offer this protection to the 
public. Only a fraction of the titles 
in Kentucky are insured. Under a 
state-wide Bar Title program the 
lawyer will naturally have greater 
participation in real estate transac- 
tions. 

Articles of Incorporation for the 
State Bar Title Insurance Company 
are being prepared. They were ap- 
proved by your Board of Bar Com- 
missioners at its last meeting. The 
State Bar Foundation will own all of 
the Common Stock of this Company, 
the money for which will be paid by 
the State Bar Association. Lawyers 
will own the preferred stock. It is 
proposed to limit the number of 
shares owned by any individual law- 
yer. After payment of dividends on 
the preferred stock, all profits will be 
used in the State Bar Foundation for 
the good of the Kentucky legal pro- 
fession. 

This plan has been put in operation 
successfully in three states. Florida 
has a surplus from the operation of its 
Bar title program of over a million 
dollars. Ohio, after three years has a 
surplus of three hundred thousand 
dollars. The State Bar Title Com- 
panies in these states pay a dividend 
on their preferred Stock of 8 per cent. 

At all the coming district bar meet- 
ings the title insurance program will 
be discussed in detail and questions 
answered that may not here be antici- 
pated. The schedule of district meet- 
ings is published on pages 148 to 157. 

As said by one of the Bar Com- 
missioners “Don’t dismiss this at first 
blush—many who have come to scoff 
have remained to pray.” 
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YOU—SAVINGS BONDS—and AMERICA’S 
PEACE POWER

Editor's Note: Mr. John U. Courtney, Director of Kentucky’s 
Savings Bond Program, brought this article to our attention. 


Why is the Treasury pushing Sav- 
ings Bond sales so vigorously at the 
present time What does the pur- 
chase of a Savings Bond mean to the 
Government? What does it mean to 
the individual citizen in terms of its 
investment features? 


The first thing to be recognized in 
evaluating our Government's finan- 
cial responsibilities is, of course, the 
threat to our national security result- 
ing from Soviet scientific and mili- 
tary advances. Our Government is 
undertaking defense programs of a 
magnitude unprecedented in our 
peacetime history. These programs 
are costly. They probably will re- 
main so for an unknowable time to 
come. 


Every American knows that the 
necessary funds will be provided. But 
it is equally important to make sure 
that our financing operations contrib- 
ute in the highest possible degree 
to maintaining the strength and sta- 
bility of the economy. Our enemies 
would like nothing better than to 
see us adopt hastily conceived meas- 
ures which would eventually weaken 
our productive power. 
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This is where Savings Bonds enter 
the picture. The Treasury is pushing 
sales so vigorously at the present time 
because of the major contribution 
which the Savings Bonds Program 
makes to the financial health of the 
economy. The program has served 
a unique purpose in that it encour- 
ages people to save in many differ- 
ent ways. We don’t know how much 
the Savings Bonds Program has con- 
tributed to the total of well over $300 
billion which individuals have saved 
in this country during the past two 
decades. But we do know that the 
contribution has been tremendous. 


Now, it may be asked how saving 
part of one’s income helps the coun- 
try as well as the individual saver. 
But a moment's reflection will make 
the point clear. 


The surest way to maintain our 
Nation’s strength in these critical 
times is to provide our economy with 
the necessary capital to explore new 
areas of science, to buy the plant and 
equipment needed for the efficient 
use of our working force, and to 
maintain sufficient flexibility to move

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NATIONAL INTER-PROFESSIONAL CODE 
for 


PHYSICIANS AND ATTORNEYS 


Editor's Note: This inter-professional code was adopted by the 
American Medical Association House of Delegates at its San Fran- 
cisco Meeting in June. It is expected to be approved by the Ameri- 
can Bar Association when it meets in Los Angeles August 25-29. 

In December 1956, the Louisville Bar Association and the 
Jefferson County Medical Society agreed to a “Standard of Practice 


Governing Lawyers and Doctors.” 


(See Kentucky Strate Bar 


JournaL, March 1957, Volume 21, No. 2, page 76.) The National 
Inter-Professional Code published herewith should prove helpful 
to local Associations which have not yet adopted similar codes. 


Preamble 

The provisions of this Code are 
intended as guides for physicians and 
attorneys in their inter-related prac- 
tice in the areas covered by its pro- 
visions. They are not laws, but sug- 
gested rules of conduct for members 
of the two professions, subject to the 
principles of medical and legal ethics 
and the rules of law prescribed for 
their individual conduct. 

This Code constitutes the recogni- 
tion that, with the growing inter-re- 
lationship of medicine and law, it is 
inevitable that physicians and at- 
torneys will be drawn into steadily 
increasing association. It will serve 
its purpose if it promotes the public 
welfare, improves the practical work- 
ing relationships of the two profes- 
sions, and facilitates the administra- 
tion of justice. 


Medical Reports 
The physicians upon proper au- 
thorization should promptly furnish 
the attorney with a complete medical 
report, and should realize that delays 
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in providing medical information may 
prejudice the opportunity of the pa- 
tient either to settle his claim or 
suit, delay the trial of a case, or 
cause additional expense or the loss 
of important testimony. 

The attorney should give the phy- 
sician reasonable notice of the need 
for a report and clearly specify the 
medical information which he seeks. 


Conferences 
It is the duty of each profession to 
present fairly and adequately the 
medical information involved in legal 
controversies. To that end the prac- 
tice of discussion in advance of the 
trial between the physician and the 
attorney is encouraged and recom- 
mended. Such discussion should be 
had in all instances unless it is mu- 
tually agreed that it is unnecessary. 
Conferences should be held at a 
time and place mutually convenient 
to the parties. The attorney and the 
physician should fully disclose and 
discuss the medical information in- 
volved in the controversy. 
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Subpoena for Medical Witness 

Because of conditions in a particu- 
lar case or jurisdiction or because of 
the necessity for protecting himself 
or his client, the attorney is some- 
times required to subpoena the 
physician as a witness. Although the 
physician should not take offense at 
being subpoenaed the attorney should 
not cause the subpoena to be issued 
without prior notification to the phy- 
sician. The duty of the physician is 
the same as that of any other person 
to respond to judicial process. 


Arrangements for Court 
Appearances 


While it is recognized that the con- 
duct of the business of the courts 
cannot depend upon the convenience 
of litigants, lawyers, or witnesses, ar- 
rangements can and should be made 
for the attendance of the physician 
as a witness which take into consid- 
eration the professional demands 
upon his time. Such arrangements 
contemplate reasonable notice to the 
physician of the intention to call him 
as a witness and to advise him by 
telephone, after the trial has com- 
menced, of the approximate time of 
his required attendance. The attorney 
should make every effort to conserve 
the time of the physician. 


Physician Called As Witness 


The attorney and the physician 
should treat one another with dignity 
and respect in the courtroom. The 
physician should testify solely as to 
the medical facts in the case and 
should frankly state his medical opin- 
ion. He should never be an advo- 
cate and should realize that his testi- 
mony is intended to enlighten rather 
than to impress or prejudice the court 
or the jury. 
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It is improper for the attorney to 
abuse a medical witness or to seek 
to influence his medical opinion. 
Established rules of evidence afford 
ample opportunity to test the quali- 
fications, competence, and credibility 
of a medical witness; and it is always 
improper and unnecessary for the at- 
torney to embarrass or harass the 
physician. 


Fees for Services of Physician 
Relative to Litigation 


The physician is entitled to reason- 
able compensation for time spent in 
conferences, preparation of medical 
reports, and for court or other appear- 
ances. These are proper and neces- 
sary items of expense in litigation in- 
volving medical questions. The 
amount of the physician’s fee should 
never be contingent upon the out- 
come of the case or the amount of 
damages awarded. 


Payment of Medical Fees 


The attorney should do everything 
possible to assure payment for serv- 
ices rendered by the physician for 
himself or his client. When the phy- 
sician has not been fully paid the 
attorney should request permission 
of the patient to pay the physician 
from any recovery which the attorney 
may receive in behalf of the patient. 


Implementation of This Code 
at State and Local Levels 


In the event similar action has not 
already been taken this Code should, 
in the public interest, be appropri- 
ately implemented at state and local 
levels for the purpose of improving 
the inter-professional relationship be- 
tween the legal and medical pro- 
fessions.

Consideration and Disposition 
of Complaints 

The public airing of any complaint 
or criticism by a member of one pro- 
fession against the other profession 
or any of its members is to be de- 
plored. Such complaints or criticism, 
including complaints of the viola- 
tion of the principles of this Code, 
should be referred by the complain- 
ing doctor or lawyer through his own 
association to the appropriate asso- 
ciation of the other profession; and all 
such complaints or criticism should 
be promptly and adequately pro- 
cessed by the association receiving 
them.

JAMES WILLIAM CAMMACK 


Judge 
Kentucky Court of Appeals 
1902-1958 


James W. Cammack, judge of the Court of Appeals since 
1948, died unexpectedly in New York City on July 30, 1958. 


Dean of the appellate bench, he had served the Court since 
his appointment by Governor A. B. Chandler to succeed the late 
Judge William Rogers Clay. Thereafter he was elected to the 
unexpired term and full terms in 1944 and 1952. 


Judge Cammack’s attainments in public service, in the field 
of education, governmental finance and jurisprudence mark his 
career as one of the highlights of Kentucky's political history 


during the past two decades.

“The passing of Judge Cammack leaves a void which 
cannot be filled.

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Book Review

An informative pamphlet entitled, 
“Aggravation of Pre-Existing Condi- 
tions—Medical Aspects of Heart In- 
jury Cases,” has been published by 
the Practicing Law Institute. 

The pamphlet begins with a rather 
elementary description of the heart 
and its function in the living body. 
There follows a brief discussion of 
present methods of testing the func- 
tioning of the heart, which range from 
the taking of pulse through the elec- 
trocardiogram or E.K.G. The major 
portion of the Institute’s pamphlet is 
taken up with illustrative testimony 
of medical experts in an action involv- 
ing a claim of aggravation of a pre- 
existing heart condition. 

In the course of such testimony, the 
medical experts concede that the re- 
lationship of trauma to coronary dis- 
case is a critical problem in the medi- 
co-legal field and that there is a real 
danger of over-diagnosing rather than 
under-diagnosing coronary disease. 

Mr. Michael Hayes of the New York 
Bar very skillfully extracted an ex- 
planation from one witness of “iatro- 
genic heart disease.” If you are not 
familiar with that term the explana- 
tion contained in the Institute's 
pamphlet is alone worth the price of 
the publication. 

Iatrogenic heart disease is the 
specific name applied where coronary 
heart disease has been diagnosed on 
the basis of relatively unimportant 
signs and symptoms, resulting in a 
neurosis in the patient which causes 
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In short this term 
recognizes “doctor-induced” heart dis- 


further symptoms. 


ease, The doctor further admitted 
the possibility of “litigation-induced” 
heart disease, but stated that he did 
not know the name for it. 


There are many interesting and 
helpful suggestions throughout this 
pamphlet. For example the following 
statement elaborates upon a_ well 
known principle of cross-examination: 


“Mr. Halpern: I believe that the 
oft-repeated rule about not asking 
a question on cross-examination 
unless the witness’ answer is known 
in advance reaily means: questions 
should be so framed as to limit 
the witness’ answers, thus con- 
trolling in considerable measure 
the amount of talking and possible 
damage which the witness can do 
during cross-examination. .. .” 


It is axiomatic that no book review 
can close without some small criti- 
cism. This reviewer's only critical 
observation is one which the experi- 
enced trial counsel will readily spot. 
In both the illustrative direct and 
cross examination, counsel and wit- 
ness use far too many technical medi- 
cal terms without explanation for the 
benefit of the jury. However, with 
this small reservation, the pamphlet 
is heartily recommended and the 
general practitioner should find the 
Institute’s pamphlet very helpful. 
The expert will find it stimulating. 
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
